ULLNESS of stomach militates against full- 
ness of years. That your days may be 
long, you should eat less and drink no 

alcohol. On these points the bewhiskered dele- 
gates who invaded St. Louis last week to attend 
the sessions of the American Medical Association 
were agreed. 

By leading simpler lItves, breathing fresher air, 
drinking lots of milk and water, the scriptural 
age limit of three score and ten may be made 
nothing more than a tradition, and centenarians 





may become as common as United Railways 


straphangers. 

So said the learned men of medicine, whether 
they were country doctors or lived in crowded 
cities. They were unanimous in saying we ought 
to live longer than we do. As to the means of 
bringing about greater longevity there was some 
dispute. Interviews the doctors gave Post-Dis- 
patch reporters showedthat they..disagreed as 
to how long you should sleep, as to whether you 
should Filetcherize, as to whether you should 
wear rubbers, and as to whether tobacco will 
hurt you. And when doctors disagree you are 
privileged to ignore what they say. 

“Variety is killing us,” said one, and he ex- 
plained that Americans are too fond of excite- 
ment. “We don’t get enough fresh air,” said an- 
other, and another complained of the St. Louis 
smoke blanket—he hailing from Bloomfield, Mo., 
where the air has an Elysian sweetness and fresh- 
ness. 

Cleanliness and education are the cure-alls, in 
the opinion of one doctor, not afraid to offer a 
drugiess prescription. “We are digging our 
graves with our teeth,” quoted another in dis- 
cussing the American tendency to overeat and 
to eat too fast. A German neurologist declared 
that ice water is responsible for half the ills our 
flesh is heir to, and a Missouri country doctor 
said that a three mile walk daily would prove a 
panacea,

would be improved.

“There are no sick people where I come from,” 
he continued, “so if you can figure,out how J 
have been existing for 30 years at thv tip-top of 
the Panhandle you'll tickle my funnybone.” 

Despite the fact that Dr. Carey complained of 
poor business, he would promote long life. He 
says he is going to try and live 100 years, even 
if a patient never calls him. 

“Longevity depends on our habits,” he said. 
“I believe in temperance in all things if we wish 
to live long and enjoy every minute of our stay 
on earth,- I mean temperance particularly in eat- 
ing.

11 Don’ts and Five Things One 
Can Do, by a Msssours Doctor. 


ISSOURI supplied the champion manu- 

\\ facturer of “don’ts” in the person of 

Dr: B. B. Tout of Archie, Mo. 

“Every person should walk at least three miles 
a day,” Dr. Tout told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Everyone ought to live at least a mile from his 
work and should‘walk to and fro at meal times.”’ 

In addition to the rules which would pedes- 
trianize the world, Dr. Tout lays down the fol- 
lowing simple “don’ts” which, if followed, he 
says would be conducive to good health and a 
long life: 

‘Don’t smoke. 

Don’t chew tobacco. « 

Don’t drink intoxicating liquor. 

Don’t eat ice cream. 

Don’t drink coffee. 

Don’t drink hot tea. 

Don’t drink ice water. 

Don’t drink anything hot or too cold. 

Don’t eat meat. 

Don’t lunch continually. Eat regularly. 

Don’t take a street car for a short distance. 
Walking is good exercise. 

This leaves the following rules that people 
may follow and yet live, in the opinion of the 
doctor: 

Eat plenty of vegetables, 

Eat a great deal of fruit. 

Drink plenty of milk, both sweet a and 
buttermilk. 

Drink lots of water. 

Sleep, eat, and work regularly. 


Advocates Simple Infe for City 

Folk, and Back-to-Farm Movement. 

R. H. T. GODFREY of Galena, Ill., believes 
l) the people in large cities like St. Louis 
would be better off if they practiced a 

more primitive sort of life. 

“I don’t think city life and health will be im- 
proved much until the people start to practice 
the simple life,” he said. “We live too highly 
nowadays—that is, you city folks do. You are 
burdened with nervous troubles, ailments almost 
unknown to country folk. General health will 
be improved all round if more people are en- 
couraged to stay on farms. 

“Farmers ought not-to allow their children to 
come to big cities. Farm life is healthful and 
begets solid progeny. Young men of the country 
come to the city and get into sedentary busi- 
ness and fall victims of disease.” 

Dr. Alfred Saenger, a neurologist attached to 
St. George’s Hospital in Hamburg, Germany, 
who visited St. Louls as a special guest of the 
American Medical Association, could hardly find 
time to drop a hint for public health, so en- 
grossed was he with things he found here. 

An inquiry for his opinion about Americans 
sent him into rhapsodies over hotels and rail- 
roads and the democratic spirit of our leading 
doctors.

“I bought this in this country. 

“It-is very practical,” Dr. Saenger continued. 
“Americans are more practical than Germans. 

“Yes, yes, you want to know what’s the mat- 
ter with your health here. I tell you. You 
drink too much ice water. Everywhere I go I 
see people drinking ice water. It is not good. 
They don’t drink it in Germany. Yes, they drink 
beer. But it is not so cold. Coldness injures 
the stomach. It hurts all the system. It spoils 
the teeth. ° 

‘Tf American women want to keep their love- 
liness they should not drink ice water.” 


Society Folk Are Best Source 
of Revenue, Physician Declares. 


OCIETY folk who attempt to reverse Na- 
S ture’s order by sleeping in the daytime 
S and devoting the night to social affairs 


‘are the best source of revenue for physicians, ac- 


cording to the statement of Dr. E. F. Hoy of 
Syracuse, Ind. 

“Out out society stunts at night,” he said. 
“That was not God’s plan of living when he gave 
life. It is not the high cost of living that 
amounts to so much to our people, it is living 
high that causes the trouble.” 

The rules laid down by Dr. Hoy indicate that 
our system of living should be regulated by an 
alarm clock. No breakfast is allowed on his 
regulation bill of fare. He said that tea and 
coffee are a8 injurious as whisky, and puts 
whisky in the select list of undesirables. 

“The American people eat too much and do not 
sleep enough,” Dr. Hoy said. “Two meals a day 
are enough for any person. The heaviest meal 
should be at noon. A light meal for supper will 
satisfy the appetite. Don’t drink tea or coffee. 
God never intended that we should drink such 
concoctions steeped from those weeds. Eat plain 
foods and not too much of them. Eating three 
times a day is a_habit. Get over it. Don’t smoke 
or chew tobacco. They are abominable habits. 

“Now, remember, I am not advising the people 
to do as I do, but I am telling them how to im- 
prove their health. I violate many of these 
rules I have given, but that does not say that 
they might not kill somebody else if they did

Pittsburg Doctor Defends Smoke; 

Gives Cigarette Clean Health Bill. 

IGARETTES have a friend in Dr. James 
* Eagan of Pittsburg. He says that two 
dozen cigarettes smoked a day will not 
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injure a man, provided he does not form the habit 
too young. He fixes 25 years as the age at which 
@ man can safely begin the use of them without 
endangering his health. 

“Cigarettes are short smokes of pure tobacco 
and are much better as far as the health is con- 
cerned than to pull for an hour or more on a big 
cigar or stogie,” he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter as he drew a box of his favorite brand 
from his pocket and selected one. “If a man 
begins to smoke at the age of 25, he will not in- 
jure his health nearly so much as if he forms 


. the habit when a boy in his ’teens. The later 


in life a man begins to smoke, the more his sys- 
tem can stand.” 

Sitting or sleeping fn a draft does not produce 
a cold, according to the statement of Dr. J. C. 
Cook of Kansas City. Notwithstanding the old- 
time fears of drafts and wet feet, neither is the 
producer of a cold, in his opinion. Cold is con- 
tagious and is due to infection by micro-organ- 
isms, he says. 

“The microbes of what we call a cold are pres- 
ent all the time in the mouth, nose and throat 
of every person,” Dr. Cook said. “A nominally 
healthy person will not catch a cold. When the 
system is temporarily run down it allows the cold 
microbes to reach a vital spot, and the result 
is a cold. 

“Wear rubbers to protect your feet. Wear 
warm clothing and take off your topcoat or a 
portion of your outer garments when you enter 
a warm room. Don’t go to those churches, thea- 
ters, dance halls or other places that you know 
are filled with impure air. It is the violation of 
such rules that temporarily impoverish your 
system and give the microbes a chance to get 


busy.” 
Indianan Advises Eating of 
Onions Three Times Every Day. 


ORE people die from overeating than from 

M rvation, in the opinion of Dr. Wesley 

sha of West Newton, Ind. Although 

he advises the American people to eat less, he 

says that we should eat onions three times a 

day. He puts no limit on the number of this 

odoriferous garden product that may be con- 
sumed in safety. 

“Drink lots of milk and eat bacon and cured 
meats in warm weather if you want to protect 
your health,” Dr. Allen advised. “Eat plenty 
of vegetables. Try a mush-and-milk diet. Ice 
cream is healthful and nutritious if too much is 
not eaten at a time. Go to bed early and get up 
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perspire; heavy shoes are better. Don’t work too 
long hours. Don’t stay up late at nights prancing 
around to social affairs.” 

Dr. E, M. Bryan of Fulton, Mo., says that. to- 
bacco injurés more persons than alcohol and its 
by-products. But he says that alcoholic bever- 


i ages are a mighty close second. The reason that 


tobacco is first in the unhealthful Iist is that 
more people use it than whisky, he says. 

“Sleep is the great health producer,” Dr. Bryan 
said. “The only rule I can make regarding the 
amount of sleep one should have is to sleep when 
one is sleepy and sleep as long as you can. 
Henry Ward Beecher slept 12 hours out of the 
24 almost every day. Congressman T. S. Bull 
of Kentucky slept only four hours out of 24. 
There is no fixed rule, but no amount of sleep 
will injure a healthy person.” 


Drink Plenty of Cold Water 
and Keep Warm to Cure Cold. 


O get rid of a cold, drink plenty of cold 

+ water and keep warm. This is the advice 

of Dr. C. G Stocks of Bushong, Kan. Two 

cups of cold water taken before going to bed will 

materially aid in breaking a cold in one night 

without the use of medicine, according to Dr. 
Stocks. 

“The American people go to extremes,” he said. 
“The business man has too much work. The 
women have too much society. The society man 
has too much idleness. They all eat too much. 

“Hard work does not hurt anyone, if rest, sleep 
and food are right. We should sleep at least nine 
hours. Society buds should not try to turn night 
into day, but should sleep at night. We should 
drink pure water? River water should be ster- 
ilized before it is drunk. Pie, cake and ice cream 
are not wholesome. The general health of the 
nation would be better if the people did not eat 
as much meat, proteids and heavy foods.” 

St. Louis’ smoke-blanket was criticised by Dr. 
Cc. H. Christian of, Bloomfield, Mo. He said that 
if a post-mortem on St. Louis was held it would 
show that the lungs of the residents of the city 
are black: He refuses to give hints on health, be- 
cause, he said, every person that makes fixed 
rules rides a hobby. While declaring that he is 
not a hobbyist, he was plain-spoken in his little 
oration on smoke. ; 

“The smoke of St. Louls is one of its worst 
health nuisances,” he said. “There may be con- 
ditions here more disagreeable and unsanitary, 
but I have failed to find them. After a certain 
time the systems of city residents become toler- 
ant and they can live in the smoky atmosphere. 

“The smoke turns the lungs black, but they 
stagger along under the load the best they can 
and pray for a vacation and a few breaths of

DEMOCRATIC MISSOUBI. ’ 

Missouri is a stronghold of Democracy. The 
Democracy is real, genuine, ingrained as part of 
the moral fiber of men of principle who know 
their own minds.

In the sense in which Goldwin Smith lived from 
1823 to 1910, its expression is “virtue.” It is 
‘reliable’ manhood. It can be “counted on” 
against all odds. He had long opposed Herbert 
Spencer. He illustrated “virtue” in becoming 
one of the few Englishmen who stood openly 
side by side with Spencer against Kitchener and 
Rhodes as representatives of the Stone Age. In 
fact, he lived a life which in its sum illustrated 
civilized “virtue” as it means the expression of 
each man’s own manhood. His life explains the 
only way in which “moral progress” can come. 
It is “man by man.” 
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The man higher up should occasionally remind 
himself that E. H. Jennings is in jail in Pittsburg 
and Jennings is worth $20,000,000. 

MARK TWAIN’S ‘‘ME.’’ 

It appears that Mark Twain left behind him, 
unpublished, a confession of faith which reveals 
him as a fatalist. The big question of determin- 
ism appealed to him for solution, as it has ap- 
pealed to every man who has given serious 
thought to the problem of human life. And he 
came to the conclusion, as have thousands of 
thinkers, that man is but a machine, moved 
wholly by outside influences, a desolating doc- 
trine, he admits, but not to be controverted after 
25 years of careful study. 

In connection with this conception, 
Clemens’ summing up of a man’s worth and pos- 
sibilities, in the concluding. chapter of “A Con- 
necticut Yankee at King Arthur’s Court,” is 
suggestive. He says: “As for me, all that I 
think about in this plodding, sad pilgrimage, 
this pathetic drift between the eternities, is to 
look out and humbly live a pure and high and 
blameless life, and save that one microscopic atom 
in me that is truly ME.” 

As a determinist Mark Twain gave reasons for 
his faith that man !s a helpless machine, a bundle 
of heredity and reflex motion. But,-as is often 
the case with determinists, his philosophy con- 
cludes with a contradiction. Summing it all up,

An attorney who represented the father before 
the Board of Education argued that “colored” 
meant “colored” and that if a child seemed to be 
white she was white.

Should the decision favor the father the 
Board of Education will have to appeal or else 
all the mulattoes, quadroons and octoroons in the 
national capital who ‘‘seem to be white” will 
abandon the negro schools and flock to those 
reserved for Caucasians, thereby causing endless 
trouble and complications. The incident empha- 
sizes the unfortunate position of the person of 
mixed blood and the evifs resulting from mis- 


picnics, Christmas trees, and gifts of books or 
other small prizes. All this, however, represent- 
ed no emergency, but was rather a part of the 
routine of the system. The permanent growth 
was expected to come from the more or less in- 
spired efforts of the teaching staff and the co- 
operation of the church membership in the good 
work. 

But a change appears to have befallen. the 
spirit of the movement—at least in America, 
where rifles, ammunition and the entire panoply 
of war are now being offered as a bait to entice 
boys and young men into the ranks of Sunday 
school scholarship.

“Progress is intellectual only, not moral,” 
Goldwin Smith wrote in Kis old age. He was ex- 
plaining the origin and causes of the world’s 
progress. He had given up a life much longer 
than the average to the study of living men and 
to their history in all ages and countries. 

In this case they 
were the most deliberate expression of his life. 
They expressed the highest meaning of his own 
life as a man of the highest “virtue.” 

His definition of life is that any man may 
borrow mind from all other men now living, or 
from the mind of all the men who have worked 
out the world’s progress from the remotest past. 
He saw this “borrowing of mind” from the oldest 
past, beginning with the child’as it learns to 
speak in words centuries old, or to read in an 
alphabet as old as “civilization” itself.

“Moderation is the best remedy I 
know ef as a general health maxim.

As we grov’ 
colder, perhaps, We may grow more 
like the Englisk. The Englishman goes 
slew. Everything here is express-like. 
“It’s undermining us. We are a get- 
rich-quick people. We can’t stand pros- 
perity. We abuse our appetites. These 
eatuses finally reach our blood and we 
are gone. Variety kills us. 

‘‘Pedple need but a few things at a 
meal. Variety is all right, but we 
should not have variety three times a 
Gay. Eat everything that is good and 
wholesome, but don’t have everything 
at once. Seven-course meals are an 
abomination.”’ 

Prof. Theodore Potter of the Indiana 
University School of Medicine said: 
“To improve the human race mental- 
ly and physically, we need to get down 
to the simple and eternal verities of 
things... We must get away from the 
man-killing artificialities in body, mind 
and spirit. 

“One of the greatest things for the 
education of the youth of our country 
would be to take the beys of our col- 
leges——North, South, East and West— 
and get together and establish the de- 
mocracy of education. Teach them the 
Fatherhood of God,, the brotherhood of 
man and the fundamental equalities of 
men. Then everybody will live right 
and enjoy the largest possible span of 
life.’’

HE St. Louis theatrical season of 
if 1910-1911 assumes an importance not 

heretofore possibie, because of the 

fact that there wil] then be five 
first-class playhouses in operation here, 
where hitherto there have been but 
three, and the fiercest syndicate-inde- 
pendent competition yet known. 

These five playhouses thus competing in 
the front rank will be the new Sam S&S. 
Shubert Memorial Theater on Twelfth 
and Locust streets, to be opened next 
October, the new Princess Theater on 
Grand avenue and Olive, to be opened 
in September, and the present Olympic, 
Garrick and Century. 

With the policy of the Princess not 
yet definitely decided upon, the new 
alignment nevertheless places the in- 
dependent and syndicate forces on an 
equal footing in St. Louis, the Shubert 
Memorial and the Garrick being booked 
with independent attractions and the 
Olympic and Century, as usual, with 
the syndicate offerings of Klaw & Er- 
langer’s booking. 

The situation owes its deepest interest 
to the certainty of bitter competition be- 
tween the tneatrical syndicate, headed 
by Klaw & Erlanger, and the Indepen- 
dents, headed by Lee and J. J. Shu- 
bert, the two opposing forces having, 
in effect, declared a war to the death. 

Next Season’s Big St, Louis Fight. 
Louis will be 
the veteran Olympic theater, where, re- 
spectively, the leading attractions of the 
independent and syndicate forces will 
be presented. The stage Titans of the 
coming season will here find their bat-.

ENLARGE THE CITY 


Realty Man Believes in Quick 
Action to Take in More 
Territory. 


ARE 


VALUES RISING 


Cost of the Extension Would 
Be Much Greater Within 
a Few Years. 


NUGENT RENEWS LEASE 





Much Actvity Is Shown in 
Sales and in Improve- 
ment of Property. 





Plans for the extension of the city 
limits, according to Thomas Wright, 
the downtown realty magnate and 
bank director, should be evolved and 
adopted before the advance in prices 
of realty in St. Louis County preclude 
the prosecution of the project on a 
scale commensurate with the magni- 
tude and importance of the city. 

Prices in St. Louis County now are 
nominal, Mr. Wright says, compared 
with those that will prevail there 
within the next five years. Accord- 
ingly, he declares that delay in the 
extension of the city limits will 
prove costly to St. Louis. 

The overflow from the city into St. 
Louls County and into East St. Louis 
hag reduced the present census of St. 
Louis fully 200,000, he avers. As- 
suming that the present population 
of St. Louis {s 800,000, the absorption 
of the communities, including Uni- 
versity City, Webster Groves, Fergu- 
son, Maplewood, Wellston ang the 
populous Hodfamont district, just 
without the confines of the munici- 
pality, the number, it is estimated, 
would be increased to 900,000. With 
the impetus received, it is believed 
that the city would have a population 
by 1915 of a round million. 

Extent of New Territory. 

The extension of the city limits, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wright’s idea, should 
begin south of Carondelet, and ex- 
tend westward, taking in Webster 
Groves and thence northward to the 
Chain of Rocks. He proposes that 
the city purchase sufficient property 
to ombrace a system of parks and 
boulevards, extending this entire dis- 
tance, 25 or 80 miles. 

In purchasing this property for a 
park system, the land now could be 
obtained for q nominal figure, but if 
it is left until after the extension 
is <ffected, the increase in the price 
of the realty would be twenty fold. 

The city should have a boulevard 
System, running through the parks 
from north to south, and a fan-like 
system of boulevards extending from 
Skinker road to the proposed city 
limits, connecting with the parks. 
Coincidently, the streets should be 
blocked out, he believes, either by 
purchase or condemnation, for the 
entire new addition. This would pre- 
vent the old system of subdividing 

each piece of property regardless of 
Streets and boulevards, which has 
left the present city without a single 
straight or a continuous street. 

Within the city limits the supply 
of high class undeveloped residential 
land almost is depleted. The present 
population is moving in the direction 

of St. Louis County. Therefore, if 
extended 
forthwith, the population of St. Louis 
County soon will counterbalance that 
of the city. ~ This will hazard the 
@hances for the extension of the city, 
Mr. Wright says, since the project 
will be subject to the vote of the 
entire district of the proposed new 
municipality. — 
Need of Quick Action. 

The extension should be perfected, 
he says, before the outlying cities 
issue a lot of bonds for improvements 
which the city of St. Louis ultimate- 
ly would have ‘to assume. 

The extension of the city limits 
would insure the immediate build- 
ing of a subway, and the extension 
of the street railway system into the 
outlying territory. The county would 
be brought within the 6-cent fare 
zone and the development there would 
be rapid and immediate. Those who 
are employed in St. Louls and who 
have their residence in East St. Louis 
would remove to this city, and the 
‘overflow of the population effectually 
would have been stemmed. 

The demand this Spring for land in 
St. Louis County for subdivisions, has 
been unprecedented. Sales in this area 
have approached a boom, while re- 
Sales have yielded a golden harvest. 
St. Louis County in the next five years 
‘will prove a gold mine of realty profits, 
Mr. Wright believes, to those who taka 
advantage of prevailing prices there. 

The strengthening influence which the 
“Mississippi Valley Trust Co.’s deals at 
Eighth street and Washington avenue 
save had on the St. Louis realty mar- 
set was reflected the last week by the 
conclusion of several downtown deals 
ot magnitude. The transactions, one in- 
volvirvg $500,000 ang another $400,000, will 
not. be made public at this time, as 
affecting others which are brewing.

Other prime 
beeves sold at $8.30 to $8.50, while bulk 
of the good to choice grades sold at 
$7.50 to $8.10, and most of the medium 
light to pretty good killing beeves at 
$6.35 to 37.40. 

The cow and heifer market strength- 
ened toward the close of the week, but 
at the outside transactions did not 
‘show over a dime advance. Some prime 
cows brought $7 and heifers $7.8. Bulk 
of the hetfers sold at $5.50 to $7.2% and 
cows. largely $3.25 to $5.50. 

The bull market retained a steady 
tone, sales ranging from $8.50 to $6. 

Trading in calves was at the high 
point of the year. Tops scored $9.50, a 
full 50c advance, with bulk of the good 
vealers at $8.50 to $9.

The Government figure of 80 com- 
pared with a percentage of 82.1 last 
month, 80.7 on June 1, 1909, and 81.9, the 
June average for 10 years. The winter 
wheat yield as indicated its 406,000, 000 
bu. 

The report on spring wheat estimated 
the percentage of June 1 at 92.8, com- 
pared with 95.2 on June 1, 1909, 95 on 
June 1, 198, and a 10-year average of 93. 

The area’ sown in spring wheat is 
about 19,742,000 acres, or 1,349,000 acres 
(7.8 per cent) more than sown last year. 
The figures suggest a crop of spring 
wheat of 320,000,000 bu, or 14,000,000 bu

[TEXAS FINDS LOST CANNON 


"AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


Gun Was Presented to the Re- 
public in 1836 Says the 


Inscription. 


AUSTIN, Tex., June i1—Search for 
the two missing cannon called the Twin 
Sisters, which were presented to the 








Texas army by the people of Cincinnati 
just before the battle of San Jacinto and 
which were used with good effect 
against the Mexican forces under Santa 
Anna, hasbeen going on for many 
years, but they have not been found up 
to this ime. 

Through his efforts te locate these 
missing field pieces W. C. Day, State 
Superintendent of Public Buildings and 
Grounds, has found the second of the 
two historic howitzers that were pre- 
sented to the Republic of Texas by Ma- 





jor-General T. J. Chambers. This old 
cannon, made in 18%, was discovered 
@ few days ago in front of the War and 
Navy Building in Washington, D. C., 
where it has occupied a position for 
many years. No one seems to know 
uow it came to be in Washington. The 
old, primitive cannon is to be brought 
back to Austin and placed at the en- 
trance of the State Capitol. 

When Mr. Day wrote to the Secretary 
of War in regard to the Twin Sisters 
he also mentioned the Chambers how- 
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itzer, without thought, however, that 
it would ever be found. In reply, Gen. 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, ad- 
vised him that all efforts to trace the 
Twin Sisters had proved unavailing, but 
that @ cannon bearing the inscription, 
‘Presented to the Republic of Texas by 
Major-General T. J. Chambers,” was 
mounted in front fo the War and Navy 
Building.

Another national yearly exhibition of 
American art opens at the City Art Mu- 
geum in Forest Park this morning. It 
is the fifth annual collection of Amert- 
can water colors shown in the new art 
bufi@ing. Selected from the annual 
spring exhibitions in the East, it aims 
te represent, with more than two hun- 
Grea pictures, by more than a hundred 
artists, the most individual and the 
most nationally characteristic water- 
color work done in the United States in 
the year. 

Water-color painting now in this coun- 
try is so diversified in every way that, 
despite its lesser importance as com- 
pared with painting in oil, it very well 
expresses the principal American char- 
acteristics in art. In this aspect the col- 
lection is much like that of last year, 
and ef the preceding similar exhibitions 
f:eld here since the world’s Fair. 

The tendency to ignore the old-time 
traditions—advanced artists call them 
‘‘notions’”’—as to the limitations of water 
color work, becomes continually more 
marked. It seems that modern painters 
strive chiefly for effect, and care little 
how they get it. As with most Ameri- 
can national collections of representative 
pictures, the exhibition as a whole pre- 
sents a rather quiet aestheticism pleas- 
ingly. The general impression is of 
decorative color, first. and ther of goad 
descriptive drawing and composition. If 
fhe imaginative flights are not very 
startling, the technical accomplishment 
ix Of high order, and of inclusive variety. 


: Few Are From the West. 
Few painters identified with the 


West are represented. The comment 
has to be repeated this year that 
no picture by a St. Louis artist is 
included among these selections from 
the national spring exhibitions. It 
4s because ‘tle local artists find it so 
difficult and so necessary to con- 
uer the one “medium” of oil painting 
thet they have taken vows to do 
nothing else? Or-is it that oil paint- 
ing is thought to be the only kind 
Of art their public can understand? 

One wishes that Miss Cornelia 
Maury had sent one of the charm- 
ing pastels that made her an indi- 
vidual worker among the St. Louis 
picture makers. Just as this is writ- 
ten, I am heartened by learning that 
two pictures by Miss Martha Hoke 
are to be added to the collection 
here, good pictures that might well 
have represented St. Louis in the 
East.

A hasty view of the collection, in 
the process of instaNation, disclosed 
some pleasing pictures.

LANGE’S SILVER 
EXPERIMENT [9 
CALLED A TRICK 


St. Louis Metallurgists Ex- 
plain How “Transmuta- 
tion’? Could Be Done, 








IS MATTER OF HEAT 





Results Achieved Are of a 
Character Well Known to 
Expert Chemists, 





No plethora of rare metals or a 
glutting of the world with gold and 
silver more pure than is taken from 
the assay plants, will grow out of the 
transmutation of base metals, as pro- 
fessed by Dr. Frederick W. Lange of 
Scranton, Pa., in the opinion of two 
St, Louls metallurgists, 

“Fake,” one says, would be too 
harsh a word, but both declare that 
it is merely sleight of hand; that one 
metal cannot obtain new properties 
and cannot be changed by transmut- 
ing. In other words gold cannot be 
made from lead. 

The St. Louis metallurgists who 
disagree with Dr. Lange, and can see 
only a scheme for personal gain in 
his announcement, are yeorge M. 
Heath of the Heath Laboratories in 
the Victoria Building, and James M. 
Sweeny, inetallurgist for the Leading 
Brass and Metal Co., 2715 Hickory 
street. Mr. Sweeny, in scouting the 
Lange theory, is of the opinion that 
the Scranton professor's object is to 
frighten the mining interests into 
buying his secret to save the price 
of metals and maintain the standard 
of gold and silver. 

Two Solutions Suggested. 

Mr. Heath, while declaring he does 
not absolutely doubt the veracity of 
Dr. Lange, alludes to the Lange ex- 
periment by pointing out two ways 
by which transmutation, as carried 
out by Dr. Lange, could have appeared 
to take place when it really did not. 

In the experiment at Scranton June 
7, witnessed by a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch, Dr, Lange used equa] 
parts of pure silver and ‘‘a base metal,”’ 
which probably was lead, eight 
ounces of each metal being mixed in 
a crucible subjected to great heat, 
2000 degrees Fahrenheit. In com- 
menting on the beginning of this ex- 
periment Mr. Heath said: 

“The other metal or alloy added te his 
silver. evidently had a lower melting 
point and when added to the molten 
silver it melted and the violent shaking 
caused the two to become thoroughly 
mixed. Now hydrechloric acid will 
only precipitate from soluble nitrate so- 
lutions, lead, silver and mercury, with 
the formation of chlorides ef these 
metals.

Players of the game told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that they would 
make such a legislator look like the 
deuce of spades in a no-trump hand. 
They will trump his face cards and 
play high on the second hand and lead 
to his weak suit, they aver. They are 
sure such a bill would be defeated, if 
anyone had the temerity to offer it.

Westminster place, a representative so- 
ciety woman, says bridge may be 
abused, just as golf may, but that it is 
an innocent pastime when properly en- 
joy ed.

“IT don’t see why anyone should be 
against it,’’ she observed. ‘‘As to the 
accusation that mothers neglect their 
children and wives their husbands, that 
is untrue, so far as my observation 
goes.

What these are the surgeons refuse to 
disclose. 

Held in custody by the police is Con- 
stantine Ispolaton, a Russian, who had 
been seen frequently with the couple.

A search of the Charltons’ effects at 
the Villa Legnazzi gave up interesting 
results today. Documents found showed 
that Michael Scott, father of the dead 
woman, was enrolled as No. 144 on the 
register of the American Theater Co. 
of San Francisco. Others showed that 
Mrs. Charlton, who once was an actress, 
was co-founder and prima donna of the 
Robert Ferguson and Scott Dramatic 
Company. 

Another document was = copy of her 
marriage certificate, dated November 
10, 19%, drawn up by Lawyer Robey at 
San TI rancisco, registering her union 
with Reville Castle. 

There is a strong belief here that 
the murder resulted from the vindict- 
iveness of a former admirer, and that 
the plot was carefully planned. Ac- 
cording to this theory, the selection of 
Moltrano, the village in which the Vil- 
la Legnazzi stands, was a part of this 
plot and was chosen because of its 
loneliness, being removed from prying 
eyes. 

Stories are current here that Mrs. 
Chariton had been ill-treated by her 
hnsband. It is said that he had tired 
of her and repented his hasty mar- 
riage.

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Poesy may soon be included the 
multifarious things which a lawyer 
must have in his equipment. 

A metrical will written for a cli- 
ent by Attorney H. Hunter Booth of 
Webb City, Mo., has just come to 
light, after having been discarded by 
the testator for one that he regard- 
ed as more nearly proof against the 
attack of his heirs. 

The appearance of Attorney 
Booth’s poetic effort, which was re- 
warded with a fee, recalls to mind 
the handiwork of former Judge 
Shepard Barclay. A friend of Judge 
Barclay’s showed a Post-Dispatch 
reporter some of his verses which 
have the distinction of being the 
only, metrical brief ever embalmed 
in the records of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals. 

Rather Dry Subject. 

Judge Barclay’s claim to the title 
of Poet Lawyerate of St. Louis is re- 
garded ag fully established by this 
brief. Whether his rhymes, puns and 
parody prompted the court’s favor- 
able decision is not to be stated, but 
in any case the mass of legal phrase- 
ology in the Court's opinion was 
greatly enlivened by them. 

Hardly a drier case than that on 
which Judge Barclay’s muse was un- 
leashed has ever come before the 
Court of Appeals. All the parties to 
it were soulless corporations. The 
point at issue was who should pay 
for powder and dynamite used in 
blasting stone. 

Sued for Dynamite’s Value. 

The Indiana Powder Co. sued the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Colorado railroad 
(Rock Island) for $1454.35, representing 
the value of powder and dynamite fur- 
nished to the Shutt Improvement Co.. 
which had a contract with the Rock 
Island to quarry and crush stone for its 
roadbed. 

When the Shutt company failed to 
pay the Indiana company, the latter 
attempted to recover from the Rock Is- 
land, against which it filed a lien. The 
contention that the Rock Island was 
liable for the explosives used in blast- 
ing rocks that went into its roadbed 
was upheld by the Circuit Court. 

Growing desperate, Judge Barclay ap- 
pealed to the Court of Appeals, and re- 
inforced his oral arguments with the 
poetical brief having for its model ‘‘The 
House that Jack Built.” 

Expert Was Successful.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Through 
the Bartholdt public building bill, which 
the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds will shortly report with a fa- 


worable recommendation, St. Louis will 
win a new public building which will 
cost Uncle Bam between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000.

Representative Bartholdt has kept a 
profound silence regarding this appro- 
priation for his home city. Today he 
made the first announcement of his 
prize for 8t. Louis. 

To Repair Posfoffice. 

Items of the forthcoming bill, made 
public by Dr. Bartholdt, are $300,000— 
$100:000 for repairing and reconstructing 
the inferior of the present Federal build- 
ing, and $200,000 to be used in purchas- 
ing a site for the subtreasury building. 
With the site purchased, Bartholdt has 
no fear that the necessary appropria- 
tion for constructing the building will 
be sure to follow, either at the next 
session of Congress or the first session 
of the Sixty-second Congress. 

There is no intention to abandon any 
of the’ structures owned by the Gov- 
ernment in St. Louis now. The old 
Custom House will be continued as the 
appraiser’s office, the civil service and 
as a warehouse. The postoffice will 
be moved from the present quarters to 
the new quarters at Eighteenth street 
and Clark avenue. 

To Be q Subtreasury,. 

The additional building, for the site of 
which appropriation is made, is planned 
for the use of the subtreasury chiefly. 
The idea is that the Federal courts, the 
customs offices and the internal revenue 
offices shall remain where they are 
now. Bartholdt said tonight that as 
matters stand, the United States Gov- 
ernment is paying $25,000 a year in rents 
at St. Louis. He regards the invest- 
ment in a.

St. Louis City Plan Associa- 
tion Will Begin Activities 
July 4. 








OUTLINES ITS WORK 





Members to Build on Idea of 
St. Louis 100 Years 
Hence. 





The St. Louis City Plan Assocta- 
tion, a private organization limited to 
a membership of 100, will open head- 
quarters in rooms 922-923, Chemical 
Building, July 1. From present indi- 
cations there will likely be conflict 
between it and the Civic League. - 

The Civic League has indorsed a 
bill now pending in the City Coun- 
cil which seeks. to authorize a com- 
mission of 21 citizens and adminis- 
trative officers of the city, whose 
duty it shall be to draw up a “city 
beautiful” plan for St. Louis to work 
to, with the ofifcial sanction of the 
administration. 

Members of the Civic V.eague are 
trying to figure how a private or- 
ganization could accomplish anything 
without the backing of the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The City Plan Association has not 
announced its attitude toward the 
bill now before the City Council, 
which has the Civic League's stamp 
of approval. Secretary Henry Wright 
of the private organization told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he did 
not know the attitude of his organ- 
ization toward the bill. 

To Come Up tin Future. 

“That's a matter the City Plan As- 
sociation has not passed on,” he 
said. It's a matter our organization 
will discuss, I presume, in the near 
future.” 

Secretary Wright could not say 
whether Mayor Kreismann and Speak- 
er Rombauer of the House of Dele- 
gates were members of the private 
organization. “IT know they have 


been approached on the subject,” he 


said. 

The City Plan Assoclaticn, accerding 
to its constitution, which has been 
printed in pamphiet form, was organ- 
ized for the purpose of uniting ‘‘a lim- 
ited number of public-spirited citizens 
willing to devote some of their time and 
means to tie present and future devel- 
opment of the city of St. Louis * * * 
te plan a scheme of highways, drain- 
age, light, heat and water supply and 
A permanent location of transportation 
facilities.”’ 

_ Secretary Wright expressed surprise 
when asked how the new organization 
sheped to bring about the permanency 

transportation facilities in the city. 
“I don't think we seek to do any such 
thing,’’ he gail. “There's nothing in 
our constitution about that.”’ 

When informed that there was such a 
Clausé he read it and said: 

Might Imfinence Legislation, 

“We might work out plans for fur- 
ther extensions and bring tnfiuence on 
legislation fo better conditions. A dis- 
interested organization of citizens could, 
very appropriately, call attention of 
roads to deficiencies and the advantage 
of permanent facilities. However, the 
rermanency of roads has nct heen thor- 
Ovghly tested out. But It has been 
taken into consideration elsewnere.”’ 


Article 3 of the City Plan Associa- 
tion’s constitution calls for at least 
four meetings a year. ‘These meet- 
ings shall be executive, shal' not bs 
open tc the geseral public unless so or- 
dered by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present, or previously by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee,”’ the article reads. 

“There are lots of things the public 
cught to know more about,’ said Sec- 
Yetary Wright during his talk with a 
‘Pest-Dispatch reporter. He said tha’ 
‘while the meetings of his o?ganization 
would be executive, the public would 
‘bu infermed through a campaign of edu- 
cation. 
Their Pians Only Private. 

President John H. Gundlach of the 
council, who, by virtue of his office 
would be a member of the city plan 
commission of 21, as provided for in 
the bill, says he heard that the City 
‘Pian Association would not favor the 
bili. | 

“T can't see,’ he *&aid, “how this City 
Plan Association could help things now. 
Any plan it would evolve would only be 
® private plan. Without official sanc- 
tion, no organization of private indi-

if they do evolve a plan it would all 
have to be done over again by an au- 


thorized city commission.

IN SENATE READY 


Committee Will Meet to Ap- 
prove Proposition to Re- 
district the State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., 


—The Republican State Committee 
will Jefferson City next 
Wednesday to approve the plan of 


the special committee appointed to 
draft legislation to be submitted to 
the voters of the State next fall for 
reapportioning the State into sena- 
torial districts. 

This is Gov. Hadley’s pet scheme 
for increasing the Republican mem- 
bership in the State Senate. The 
Republican party, the Governor says, 
is no longer a minority party in Mis- 
souri and is entitled to mere than 
11 seats in the State Senate, which 
is composed of 34 districts. He 
counts on the minor parties of the 
State lining up for the districting 
legislation. 

The special committee has been de- 
layed, waiting for the census returns. 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Nagel] 
has assured the Governor that the cen- 
sus returns or the estimates can be 
had about July tl. 

Ready to Submit Draft. 

The committee has mapped out the 
districts and is ready to submit a draft 
of the initiative legislation proposed. 
This will define the boundaries of the 
respective districts. The Republicans 
say they will not try to gerrymander 
the State, but that the districts will be 
fair to all parties. 

It will requite 24,000 signatures to sub- 
mit the legislation. These will be gse- 
cured by the Republican organization in 
the ““ate. They must be filed by Aug. 8. 

Democratic state officers, the Gov- 
ernor, Attorney-General and Secretary 
of State, apportioned the State sena- 
torial districts 10 years ago. Under 
this districting, the Republicans have 
never held more than 11 seats in the 
State senate, and frequently less.

This question has been put in many different ways, and there can be 
but one answer, which the sensible reader can discover for herself or 
himself without much discussion. 

Some time ago the Post-Dispatch received aq letter from a woman who has felt 
the imposition placed upon her by other women who, impelled by vanity and bad 
taste, dress their children for school in expensive garments, thereby foreing sensi- 
tive mothers to follow their bad example in order to save the feelings of their ov 
little girls. Here is the letter: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
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I would like to offer a few suggestions, through your valuable columns, to the poor, 

tired mothers of St. Louis, particularly mothers who have children attending school. 

I live near a school and have a fair chance of judging bow the pupils are dressed, or, 

rather, how they are overdressed. And people sav, ‘‘I know my girl is costing me too 

much, but every other girl does the same thing and I do not want my child the poorest 

elad in school.’’ So out of the alerady too small salary of the head of the house the 

fine clothes must be bought, and enough money is paid for one dress to buy three good, 

sensible dresses; then a fine raincoat to keep the dress nice, and all kinds of laces 

and hats and underwear of the finest and trimmed altogether too expensively. Just 

count up what you pay for hair ribbons in one year for your 10-year-old girl and you 

will be surprised. It is no wonder mamma cannot have a new. hat and papa’s necktie 

is ragged and he has needed a new suit for many moons and you ean hardly make ends 

meet. 

If we poor people could quit aping after the rich we would be much. better off. 

I have in mind a-little girl who resembles a dressed-up doll when she starts for school 

in the morning, and I know that her father has not had his grocery bill all paid up 

for years. We will always be poor as long as we are so foolish about dress, Why don’t 

some society—the W. C, T. U., for instance— take the matter up and try to work a reform 

in dress?

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ECENTLY there came to St. Louis 
a body of philanthropists and re- 
formers who accompanied a num- 
ber of St. Louis men and women 
of the same sort into the East End 
district popularly, but erroncously, 
called the Ghetto. 

The conditions in this district were 
verely criticized by these investigators as 
being the most insanitary and uncleanly 
of any corresponding district in the United 
States. Reformation of the most radical 
description was advocated by the visitors, 
whose presence was resented by the dwell- 

rs of the Ghetto. 

The-result has been that the Ghetto has 
risen. It says it has no need to invest- 
gate the West End, because it knows the 
conditions pertaining there, and would nol 
be guilty of the impertinence of such an in- 
truston, anyway. But it sces as much call- 
ing for reformation in the West End as the 
West End found needing reclamation in 
the Ghetto, only of a mental and moral 
rather than of a physical nature.

But, then, young Bob Chanler saw her, and 
was captured, as so many other men had been. 
He set to work to win her, and, if you have ever 
seen him, you must believe that when he made 
up his mind on that score there was something 
back of the determination. That broad, square 
chin, that strong mouth and those eagle eyes of 
his back up a pretty strong will and a whole lot 
of common sense. 

He wasn’t going for La Cavalieri in any hap- 
hazard, slap-dash style. 

Now, Bob Chanler is not authority for any 
assertion that he actually thought it out this way. 
Nor is La Cavalieri herself. But—— 

The way things turned out, coupled with a 
statement by the beautiful singer, might lead 
anyone who can read between the lines to imagine 
that the campaign was waged against her heart 
in a way suggested by a little incident in the 
diva’s own life. 

At any rate, Bob Chanler won her, and in a 
way that took her quite by storm, because it was 
so unexpected, so different. As she herself said, 
when explaining to her friends why she answered 
“Yes” by cable to his proposal of marriage: 

“T have chosen Mr. Chanler because he is so 
different from other men who have asked me to 
marry them. Many men, men on both sides of 
the ocean have begged me to marry, and I have 
only laughed. At first I tried laughing at this 
man—but HE DID NOT LAUGH; he did not even 
smile; he was very grave, very subdued, very 
positive, very simple about it, but very manly 
and very persistent. It suddenly dawned on me 
He possessed the 
qualities I have found lacking in other men—sin- 
cerity and simplitity. 

“He did not soar in flights of poetry; he did 
not go into raptures over my hair, my eyes, my 
mouth, my nose; but he just said he loved me, 
truly, a great deal. Yes, he was so simple about 
Sag 

Why was Bob Chanler so simple about it? As 
to the sincere part, because he loved La Cavalieri. 
But others also had loved her. The first tendency 
of the man in love with such a gorgeous creature 
would be, wouldn't it, to praise her beauty? It 
would be a hard thing to resist. It must have 
been a hard thing for Chanler, the artist, the 
imaginative, to resist. But he did. He “did not 
soar in flights of poetry,” nor did he “go into 
raptures” over La Cavaliert’s features. He played 
the game differently. 

It may have been just plain Yankee shrewd- 
ness on his part, but there are reasons to believe 
that he took a leaf out of his inamorata'’s own 
book. He may have, as has been suggested, won- 
dered how she herself would have played the 
game—how eshe would have tried to “down a 
rival.” And if he did wonder, and searched back 
a few years, he would have found an instance in 
La Cavalieri’s life that bears close analogy to 
this recent one—in which she played the game 
of subduing a rival in almost exactly the, same 
way that he carried on his campaign, and with 
exactly the same weapon—SIMPLICITY'! 

Here is the story, as told by one who witnessed 
it, of the incident, which occurred four or five 
years ago at Monte Carlo, and which Is even today 
one of the choicest bits of conversation at that 
gambling place and all along the Riviera: 

“Otero—La Belle Otero, as they called her—the 
Spanish dancer who wrested the laurels of Car- 
mencita from that radiant Castilian, was the 
reigning beauty of Monte Carlo that season, and 
had everything her own way. There were a lot 
of beautiful women there, as there always are in 
the season, but none of them dared dispute the 
queendom of Otero. And I must say that she de- 
served all the homage that was paid her, for I 
had never seen a more beautiful picture than she 
presented. 

“But those arriving from Paris and Italy began 
to talk about a certain Italian beauty, called La 
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Cavaliert, an opera sitger. 
It was said that she was 
coming to Monte Carlo, 
and that when she should 
appear, wearing her mag- 
nificent pearls, which 
were among the finest jew- 
éls in Europe at the time, 
she would give Otero a 
hard run to maintain her 
title as Queen of Beauty. 

“Almost everyone at 
Monte Carlo wags under 
Otero’s sway, and when 
some rash person dared 
assert that if it came to a

a crushing defeat to the upstart who

on the Queen’s domains! 

“TI remember how carefully 
the secret of Otero’s gown 
was guarded. All the wom- 
en were dying to find out 
about it, but only those 
most closely associated 
with Otero knew the 
least concerning it. She 
was not going to give 
the Italian beauty any 
chance to copy her crea- 
tion! 

“Well, at last the fate- 
ful night arrived. The 
Casino, of course, was 
crowded. The gambling 
was practically aban- 
doned, for everyone was 
too excited to think of 
anything else but the 
coming bloodlesg battle 
between the Spanish and 
the Italian beauty. There 
were some of us who 
hoped that La Cavalieri 
would win, though it was 
only a fleeting hope. 
No matter whether we 
liked Otero or not, the 
fact remained that we all 
had to admire her beauty. It 
was exquisite, amd it did not 
seem possible that anything 
could excel her. 

“Least of all did this seem 
possible when the footman at the 
door announced “La Otero,” and 
she swept into the great room 
through a lane bordered by the gasping, 
astounded crowd. She was an empress! 
Her wonderful beauty was set off by the 
colors of her gown-—-which was a filmy white 
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chiffon over the palest Nile-green gatin. A 
,wild grapevine design in jewels was woven all 


over the skirt! Rubies, amethysts, emeralds, 
diamonds! It was wonderful! And around her 
body she wore a complete bolero network of dia- 
monds, set around those priceless emeralds that 
Leopold of Belgium had given to her! This 
bolero, by the way, was afterward exhibited in 
Cartier’s windows, Rue de la Paix, Paris. 

“And all this color scheme seemed to harmonize 
so perfectly with her brilliant complexion and 
black hair! Diamonds and rubies fought for su- 
premacy in her eyes and lips as much as they 
did among themselves. She scintillated crimson 
and white and green flashes at every step. Dia- 
mond buckles were on her slippers; around her 
neck was a wonderful diamond necklace;. her 
hair flashed a shower of sparkles from a diamond 
tiara; bracelets and rings adorned her arms and 
hands beyond the power of me to describe. 

“Poor Cavalieri!” sighed somebody, who per- 
haps felt some pity for the innocent who was 
about to be led to slaughter on the altar of Otero’s 
magnificence. And then the footman intoned: 

“‘La aes ar get i ' 

“we turn towa the door and stood 1 
bound. Otero was the last to glance in thar die 
rection. It would never have done for her to 
have shown too much interest in the new arrival. 
And then she, as she caught sight of La Cavalieri 
for the first time, also showed that she had en- 
countered a shock. I happened to see the effect 
it made on her. She clenched her hands, frowned 
and bit her lips. Then, as La Cavalieri took a 
few steps into the room, Otero, muttering a@ furt- 
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ous exclamation, turned and left the room by another door, 
leaving the field to her triumphant rival, for whom the 
crowd thundered its applause. 

“And how was she dressed, this Cavalieri? What dispo- 
sition of diamonds and rubies and emeralds and pearls had 
she made that so completely outshone the jeweled display 
of Otero? What masterpiece of costuming did she wear? 
Let me tell you: 

“She wore not a jewel; not a pearl or diamond, not even 
a rosebud did she wear, while her gown was perfectly plain. 
simple, unadorned, of Puritan white crepe de chine! 

“Beautiful? I give you my word, I never saw anything 
Ifke it. And compared to the display of Otero—well, Otero 
had shown her common sense by not trying to fight against 
the inevitable. The Queen was dead, and we shouted ‘Long 
live the Queen!’ 

“So that is the story of the incident in La Cavalieri’s 
life that Bob Chanler may have heard when he sought 
for some new way in which to woo her—some way 
that should contrast with the fawning, adulating, 
sycophantic, poetical, rhapsodic methods that 
had been tried and found wanting by his ri- 
vals. Certainly his methods much resem- 
bled Cavalieri’s in her attack on Otero, 
for were they not simple and plain, and, 
as she herself said, “So different?”

differing so widely from those which animate 
some of the ‘male suffragists’ of the present day. 

“I understand that you are going to raise & 
monument to her. Allow me to suggest this in- 
scription: “To Mary Wollstonecraft, who, having 


“broken up her sister’s home, having made herself 


the first great American disgrace and scandal, 
having borne three daughters, one of whom she 
lived to see commit suicide and the other two 
existing in disgrace and shame—and having 
founded the woman suffrage movement—died. 

Perhaps Mr. Harvey has not been correctly 
quoted; perhaps even he has not read deeply 
enough about Mary Wollstonecraft, for the fact 
remains that certain inaccuracies about her have 
crept into the published account of the speech 
that so rasped the suffragists of New York and 
the country. 

Mary Wollstonecraft was born in Hoxton, a sub- 
urb of London, April 27, 1759. mer father, who 
had inherited something like $50,000, a consider- 
able fortune in that day, from his father, a man- 
ufacturer, was a ne’er-do-well, who drank exces- 


sively and neglected his family when he was not 


moving about the country trying first this and 
then that manner of living. 
When her mother died it devolved upon Mary 








ally they turned to teaching as a profession, and 
Mary went to live with a friend, Fanny Blood, an 
artist who endeavored to support her family with 
her brush, for her father was such another as 
Mary’s. 

Mary’s sister Eliza made a hasty marriage with 
a Mr. Bishop, and it is this sister whose home 
Mr. Harvey accuses Mary of having broken up. 
According to all accounts at that time, it was 
Mary who rescued Eliza from a dangerous pre- 
dicament, which her marriage with Bishop 
proved. He was a very violent man, and, as none 
of the Wollstonecraft girls could be called even- 
tempered, the marriage was highly unsuccessful. 

Eliza’s reason was rapidly giving way under the 
brutalities of her husband’s conduct, when Mary 
appeared on the scene and took charge of her. 
During Bishop's absence Mary packed Eliza into 
a coach and fled through a storm across the 
country. They were pursued by the infuriated 
husband, and Mary changed coaches. several 
times, and, finally eluding him, took her sister 
to live with her. Later she wrote a novel called 
“The Wrongs of Woman,” in which she embodied 
the thought that Bishop had dfssolved the mar- 
riage by his brutality, whether temporary laws 
held his wife to him or not. It was never fin- 
ished. The root idea of the story was the im- 
morality of laws which hold a woma. to a brutal, 
loveless savage. 


Mary, with Fanny Blood and her sisters, then 
conducted a school at Newington Green, but, after 


languishing two years, the school expired. Fanny . 


Blood married and moved to Lisbon, Portugal, and 
soon afterward died. Mary’s first romance, pub- 
lished a year or two afterward, was based on her 
recollections of this friend. 

In 1787 Mary was 28 years old, and had written 
nothing better than a lot of letters, mainly about 
the miserable life of her family, the Bishops, the 
Bloods and others. Those who have no other 
conception of Mary than that she was irreligious 
will be surprised at their deeply religious tone. 

Then Mary got the position of governess with 
the children of Lord Kingsborough in Ireland, 
from which she was discharged a year later by 
Lady Kingsborough “because the children loved 
her too much.” 

Following this, for five years Mary worked for 
J. Johnson, a publisher, translating and editing, 
and there wrote “A Vindication of the Rights of 
Woman,” which has been known more by name 
than by perusal. ' 

In the dedication she states “the main argu- 
ment of the work js built on this simple principle, 
that if women be not prepared by education to 
become the companion of man, she will stop the 
progress of knowledge, for truth must be com- 
mon to all, or it will be inefficacious with respect 
to its influence on general practice.” 

It was her extraordinary plainness of speech 
that caused nearly ali the outcry against her. 
She did not, as has been supposed, attack the in- 
stitution of marriage, nor did she assail orthodox 
religion. The book was really a plea for equality 
of education, passing into one for state educa- 
tion and for the joint education of the sexes, 80 
that, besides being the founder of equal suffrage, 
she was the first co-education propagandist.

The frankness with 
which she discussed sub- 
jects usually glossed over 
in print, and the manner 

\in which she handled dan- 

gerous and explosive sub- 
jects, upholding greater 
freedom in divorce and de- 
nying the eternity of the 
torments of hell, and the 
uncovering of the worst 
sores of society, made her 
name one of execration 
among a certain class of 
people. 

There is much that is 
valuable in her book even 
in this day. It is the 
herald of the demand that 
women should be the equal 
and friend of man, and not 
his slave and toy. 

“Let women share the 
rights, and she will emu- 
late the virtueg of man,” 
she said, “for she must 
grow more perfect when 

emancipated, or justify 
the authority that chains such a weak being to 
her duty.” 

Shortly after this Mary went to France. Al- 
though she had had a love passage with an artist 
named Fuseli, she was now heart-whole, and 
hed developed into a handsome woman, as the 
portrait painted for Godwin by Opie, the famous 
artist, at the time attests. She had the face 
of Beatrice Cenci, with a rich, full, healthy com- 
plexion, clear brown eyes, and masses of brown- 
ish auburn hair. Another portrait, ostensibly 
painted by Opie, but this is denied, was painted 
during her sojourn in France. It depicts her at 
the age of 30. 

She was living in France when the French 
Revolution broke forth in all its virulence. She 
barely escaped seeing the execuuon of Louis, and 
on one occasion witnessed the beheading of two 





The effect of Imlay’s desertion ot herself and 
child almost wrecked Mary's mind for a time, and 
she attempted to end her miserable life. One 
cold, foggy winter’s morning she walked delib- 
erately into the Thames at Putney Bridge and 
saturated her clothes with water, so that when 
she leaped into the river she would sink, despite 
whatever involuntary struggles she might make 
to save herself. Then she jumped from the 
bridge, and was drowning when two watermen 
pulled her out and resuscitated her.

Imlay vanished from the scene and Mary slowly 
recovered from the blow of his desertion, enter- 
ing the brilliant literary society of the day. At 
the house of Mrs. Christie she met William God- 
win at a dinner given to Tom Paine, author of 
“The Age of Reason.” Godwin had gone there 
to hear Paine talk, but the great atheist was not 
much of a conversationalist, and Mary filled the 
gap with the brilliant discourse of which she was 
capable, which disgusted the philosopher, who 
took a dislike to her. 3 

Later Godwin read Mary’s charming “Letters 
From Sweden,” and was delighted with them, and 
sought her better acquaintance. From this the 
stony-hearted philosopher fell in love with her, 
and Mary grew to love him sincerely, 

They lived together several months, and then, 
for the sake of the child soon to be born, they 
were married in Old St. Pancras Church March 
29, 1797. She died Sept. 10 following, leaving 
the babe who was to become the wife of the poet 
Shelley. hak 

It has been stated*that Mary never was mar- 
ried to Godwin, and that her daughter wag never 
the wife of Shelley. From the various memoirs 
of her, written by those closest to her, these 
statements probably are erroneous. ,

She fell deeply in love 
with Imlay, and when 
it was found that it 
would be dangerous for 
her to remain known Wollstonecraft, 
as an English woman Harvey, 
she fled to his protection. No legal ceremony 
ever passed between them, as this act would 
have exposed her to danger of being discovered. 

Mary lived with Imlay in Paris and Havre until 
the close of the revolution, and bore him a child. 

Both Mary and Imlay recognized the obligation 
of man and wife, and she took ais name, while 
in a legal document= ‘fers to her as “ 
Imlay, my best fri | wife.” |

Every oil 
field has had its 
great conflagration, 
and the possibility 
of such a calamity 
hovers like a dark 
cloud over every 
fleld where il is pro 
duced or stored in 
quantities. 

And in the Cali- 
fornia field the fire 
menace of this great 
new gusher, the 
** Lakeview,’’ is felt 
on every hand. E.r- 





GUSHER may take fire from 
the most unexpected cause. 
On May 21 the Standard Oil 
Co.’s well No. 9, at the Mid- 
way oil field, within a few 
miles of the Lakeview, took 
fire when the drill went into 
a gas pocket. A- sheet of 
flame from 150 to 200 feet 
high could be seen for miles. 
Even the striking of stones 
as they are forced up through the steel pipe 
or casing of the well may turn a gusher into a 
roaring volcano of flames. 

The Lakeview ‘‘came in,’’ as the ofl men say, 
on March 15. At first it spouted 40,000 to 50,000 
barrels of oil a day, throwing a solid stream of 
oil 300 feet above the 84-foot derrick. The well 
could be heard “roaring” a mile away. 

Efforts were made to “cap” the gusher, so that 
the oil would not be scattered over the country- 
side. A huge crib was built around the base of 
the derrick and beams 12 inches square were 
bolted over the top of this crib by the sweating 
crews of men who came in relays.

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But the gusher refused to be capped. The oil, 
boiling up from beneath, threw the huge beams 
h'gh in the air as though they had been so many 
toothpicks. The stream destroyed the derrick 
and buried the engine house in the sand. 

A second attempt was made to cap the gusher 
with stronger materials, and that, too, failed. The 
oll came out stronger than ever and for a few 
hours at a time it would spout at the rate of 
90,000 barrels a day. Then it would go back to a 
steady 50,000-barrel rate. 


Hitherto the oil had come in a steady stream 


lixe a fountain, but now jt issued explosively in 23 
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huge jets that came forth at intervals of every 
few seconds, rising something like 400 feet. 

When the well first ‘came in’ there was no 
way to store the oil. The nature of the country 
is rolling, however, and a low dam was thrown 
across a ravine that leads from the foothills down 
to Buena Vista Lake. Henry Miller, the cattle 
king, who owns 14,500,000 acres of land in Cali- 
fornia, served notice on the owners of the well 
that he would begin suit immediately if the oil 
reached his lake. Two hundred men with teams 
were employed building catch basins or “sump 
holes.”” Seventeen of these sump holes were 
built, and today these are almost filled, holding 
more than 3,000,000 barrels of oil. 

To care for this oil has become a tremendous 
problem, 

H. C. Reed, the engineer in charge, has started 
to solve the puzzle by building an enormous dam, 
larger than many of those built by the Govern- 
ment in its irrigation projects. 

This dam, when completed, wl be 250 feet 
wide at the top, 150 feet wide at ®1e bottom and 
75 feet high. The dam lies at the mouth of a 
long, low canyon that reaches out from the foot-

hills between the Lakeview gusher and the town 
of Maricopa. 

If the well does not choke up with sand, and 
the belief of the engineers is that it will not do 
so for some months at least, there. will be 
formed one of the strangest lakes ever known—a 
lake of oil. The lake will have a capacity of 
perhaps 16,000,000 barrels. It will, when filled, 
be over one-half a mile in length, with a depth 
in the center varying from 25 to 125 feet. 

At the dam, of course, the depth will be less 


than the height of the dam, which is 75 feet, but, 
} the bottom of the canyon is irregular, and, al- 


though teams and scrapers are busy, there will 
be points where the lake is deeper. The width 
of the lake will vary from 100 to 400 feet and its 
greatest length will be over three-quarters of a 
mile. The canyon has two forks, and the longest 
fork rises slowest. 

If a man should fall into a lake like this he 
would scarcely be able to swim because the oil 
is light and thin and its specific gravity, averag- 
ing 19 to 21 degrees, Baume, the engineers say, 
is very much less than that of water. If the 
lake should catch fire, there would be no way 
of putting it out, as the heat would be too in- 
tense to allow the centrifugal pumps throwing 
mixed. mud and water near enough to get ef- 
fective action. 

On the other hand, in case of fire, if great 
quantities of water were thrown into the lake, 
it would cause terrific explosions, rendering such 
a possible fire still more dangerous. And if 
enough water could be hurled into the lake to put 
gut the fire, the oil would rise above the water 
and, overflowing the dam, would run forth in a 
blazing torrent, setting fire to dozens of “sump 
holes” of oil and several smaller gushers. 

And, finally, after a course of four ‘miles, it 
would overflow Lake Buena Vista, ‘and Henry 
Miller, the cattle king, would begin a $2,000,000 
sult, for water is almost more precious on the 
west side of the San Joaquin Valley than ofl. 

And Engineer Reed has not only to store im- 
mense guantities of ofl and build great. catch 
oo: very week or 80 to care for the surplus, 
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but he and his assistant engineers and helpers 
are threatened with danger on almost every hand. 
A bolt of lightning or an electric spark arising 
from static electricity in the earth is the greatest 
danger feared. for absolute precautions have been 
taken against tobacco smokers and automobiles, 
and only a very few people are allowed inside the 
lines, which are guarded night and day by sen- 
tries. Only trusted men are employed. If a 
man were to be seen to light a pipe near the 
gusher he would probably be shot. In any event, 
no one would ever be able to tell how he or 
those who were burned with him had perished. 

Besides the necessity of storing the oil as a 
precaution against fire, there is the fact that 
great quantities of oil are scattered over the 
country and lost. It is said that probably over 
one-fourth of the oil has been lost. A high wind 
recently cost $5000. For a half mile in every di- 
rection the sage brush is covered with oil... When 
the Lakeview gusher began spouting, jack rabbits, 
black as Uncle Remus’ tar baby, were seen skip- 
ping through the brush. The well can be héard 
“roaring” for more than a mile and in a strong 
wind a fine spray has been carried two and one- 
half miles. 

About the gusher’s base lies a huge shining 
pyramid of oil sands. which have almost com- 
pletely buried the engine house. In spots there 
are quicksands. Curiously enough, in the sand 
are found many shells and fossils from the ancient 
seabed which was penetrated by the drili. One 
of the drillers found a shark’s tooth in the sands, 
while another discovered the practically perfect 
fossil of a fish. In the sands, too, says Engineer 
Read, fragments of the bones of some prehistoric 
reptiles were discovered. 

The discovery of so many gushers in California 
followed an advance in the price of oil. The prin- 
cipal oil fields of the State lie on the west side 
of the interior San Joaquin Valley, though there 
are important fields in the coast region in South- 
ern California, and at Bakersfield, in the center 
of the San Joaquin’ Valley. 

Gushers drive men mad with almost a gold 
madness. The oil camps of Maricopa and Taft 
are like mining camps at high tide. Taft, which 
six months ago had hardly more than a half 
dozen houses, today is a rushing town of 2500 
people. It has 19 barber shops, over 50 rooming 
houses and many rooming tents. Two theaters, 
one of which is only partly completed, give “re- 
fined vaudeville.” Stenographers, lawyers, doc- 
tors and dentists’ signs abound like quills upon 
the fretful porcupine. 

The Mays gusher, which was discovered in the 
Midway fields a short time before the roaring 
Lakeview, produced 30,000 barrels of oil a day 
until it was “harnessed.” The Ethel D. and 
other gushers, produced 15,000 barrels a day. 

On May 21 a gusher producing 25,000 barrels of 
oil a day was struck within a quarter of a mile 
of Taft. The oil mounted 150 feet above the der- 
rick, and a hurry call was sent out for men and 
teams to build catch basins to hold the rivers of 
oil flowing from the new well. The Pioneer— 
Midway, in the same section as the Lakeview, 
flowed 30,000 barrels a day until it was put under 
control. The Santa Fe gusher flowed 8000 barrels 
a day, while the Honolulu gasser, a roaring well 
that could be heard for miles, spouted out mil- 











lions of cubic feet 
of gas and 5000 bar- 
rels of oil daily. 
California 
gone oil mad.

ceeded in both price 
and volume—the 
value of this year's 
oil production from 
the Golden State will 
exceed $51,000,000. 
Strangers throng 
the oil fields from 
all parts of the 
world. Scores of 
automobiles whiz 
from Bakersfield 
across the desert to 
Midway, Maricopa 
and Sunset, 45 miles 
away. Capitalists 
are there from New 
York, Pittsburg, San 
Francisco, St. Louis, 
London and all the 
great centers.

One has only to stand on a corner near a pub- 
lic school at the hour when the pupils are being 
dismissed to see for himself the truth of 
“Watchem’s’’ protest against the extravagant 
dressing of schoolgirls. Even if he be a mere 
man, knowing little of such things, he can verify 
the cost of the dresses pictured on the front page 
by going to any department store and pricing 
the dresses intended for girls from 5 years up to 
15 or 16 years old. The prices given herewith 
are conservative. ’ 

Some of the white dresses for a girl of 8 years 
shown in the stores cost as much as a tailor- 
made gown that her mother would be very proud 
to wear, and would buy two suits of clothes for 
father, 

Think of putting a thoughtless little tot of 5 
years into a dress that cost $26.95 to go to kin- 
dergarten! Yet this is what one woman did. A 
saleswoman in one of the big stores showed such 
a dress, “a panel-front creation of lace and hand 
embroidery,” she called it, which she said a 
woman had recently bought the duplicate of for 
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her little daughter. “And the woman looked as 
if she would be glad to get a dress costing $15 
for herself,” added the saleswoman. 

She showed some little “Dorothy” dresses of 
pique with a little embroidery on the front and 
shoulders which cost $13.95 and $22, and said that 
many women bought such for children 6 years 
old to go to school in. 

In another department were dresses for girls 
from 8 to 14 years old that cost all the way from 
$4.95 to $30 and $40. The $4.95 dresses may be 
dismissed as such at which most young girls 
would turn up their noses, being altogether too 
cheap to wear to school. They were excessively 
plain and their only decoration were two or three 
short insertions of lace that the saleswoman said 
cost thout 12 cents a yard. And vet to a man 
with wholesome ideas of what young girls should 
be they were very pretty and simple and sweet. 

“But this is what mest of them want, and buy, 
if they can scrape up the money,’ said the oblig- 
ing saleswoman, holding up a dress marked $24.75. 
“This has a panel front with tucking and lace in- 
sertion, and hand embroidery 3 inches wide on 
either side of the tucking. There is lace edging 
over the shoulders, and the back is li."e the front. 
It has a low neck and three-quarter sleeves. We 
sell plenty of these for school dresses, and some 
that cost as high as $30. We have the same things 
for girls of 8 and 10 years which are a little 
cheaper, because there is a little less material in 
them. 

“Here is an imported dress for a very little 
girl. Its cost is $17.95. It has the long waist and 





short skirt with lace and hand embroidery and 
with embroidered insertion. Of course, a woman 
could not begin to make a dress like this for the 
money. 

“Do we sell many such expensive dresses? In- 
deed, we do, I have waited on women who have 
bought such expensive dresses that I wondered 
if they could pay the rent and the grocery Dill. 
But I know from experience that women are 
foolish about such things. Often I have offended 
women to whom I offered cheap little dresses, be- 
lieving from their own appearance tnat they were 
not in very affluent circumstances. ‘Haven't you 
anything better than that?’ they would ask, ‘My 
little gir} would never wear anything like that. 
She wo be ashamed to go to school in It.’ 

“T would sell her a dress that would cost $15 
or $17, which I knew she could not afford, but it 
was none of my business.’ ” 

There recently was a cry raised by the members 
of a women’s society for prettier clothes for 
schoolgirls. The argument used that we are all 
children only once, and that pretty dresses and 
ribbons make little girls happier. But there 
is another side to this. There are wholesomer 
ways to make them happier than by dressing them

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DESTROYING MONEY IN THE BULK 


Burning and Boiling Found Ineffective, Grinding It to a Pulp Now Being Tried 


with in regard to bank notes 1s that of being 

able to keep them, it will probably come as 
a surprise to many to learn there are yet others 
for whom the difficulty is how to get rid of 
them, Yet this is quite true in the case of those 
who have to destroy in bulk paper which has 
been used as representing money values. The 
difficulties entailed in destroying such paper are 
well illustrated in a very interesting article upon 
paper destruction by the German fmperial print- 
ers. 

In the case in point the difficulties experienced 
by the imperial printers are further increased by 
the necessity of coping with very large quantities 
of waste, for in addition to that arising from 
printing there is also that of stamp paper spoiled 
in the gumming, as well as faulty water-marked 
paper. 

The methods previously available were three— 
burning, boiling and pulping. In the first process 
it has been found that even where a special fur- 
nace has been used it has not infrequently hap- 
pened that while the outer parts of the packets 
were destroyed some of the contents were not 
even singed. In the case of stamps or gummed 
paper the matter was still worse, for the packets 
baked together into solid blocks, the interiors of 
which were quite intact. 

In the second process the paper for destruc- 
tion. is placed in fron boilers, lye is added and 
the contents then subjected to the prolonged ac- 
tion of steam. Asa destructive process for smal) 
quantities this is quite effectual, as is also that 
of pulping, a process in which the paper is cut 
up by revolving knives In water. In both of these 


A‘ the great difficulty which most people meet 


cases there ts, however, another difficulty, that 
of disposing of the product. It cannot easily be 
sold, it will not pay to transport, and on hand 
the sodden, stodgy mass quickly goes bad. 

The German imperial printers therefore decided 
to try a new way—sgrinding it up dry. To do this 
they installed a 40-horsepower Schlagkreuz mill, 
which by a process of hurling, crushing and 
tearing reduces the paper to an almost powder- 
like form, in which it passes through a sieve into 
a collecting chamber beneath the mill, ready for 
packing. This, however, was accompanied by a 
very objectionable feature, especially when deal- 
ing with gummed paper in the grinding—such a 
dust was created that, though the workmen en- 
gaged wore protectors, it yet persistently filled 
and blocked their eyes and nostrils. 

As the work of packing was on th's account 
not only unhealthful, unwillingly performed, and 
also uneconomical, efforts were made to find 
some mechanical means of doing it. Simple as 
this had seemed at the outset, later it appeared 
a problem alm insurmountable. Difficulty 
after difficulty m Jee. Among such may be men- 
tioned that, a spiral feeder having been devised, 
it was found that the paper would sometimes 
form into balls solid as blocks of wood, which 
defiead the efforts to move them of a 20-horse- 
power motor. Nevertheless, this difficulty was 
ultimately overcome. 

The imperial] printers, therefore, are now to be 
congratulated upon possessing a machine perfect 
in its kind. It takes the paper, grinds it up to

In this mythology 1s given an account of 
the creation of mankind, of how fire was 
first secured, of a great: flood which over- 
flowed the land, and of numerous other 
happenings which took place in the begin- 
ning of things. 

Every year, after the first rains of th 
winter season, these tales are, told by the 
eld people of the Indian tribe in the cere- 
monial ‘‘roundhouse,’’ and in this man ner, 
‘we are assured, they have been perpetuated 
“‘without loss and without addition.’’

of the most interesting tales 
contained in the Mewan 
mythology as it is now set 
forth by C.. Hart Merriam 

: in a book, “The Dawn of the 
World,” just published by the Arthur H. Clark 
Co., Cleveland, O. 

Mr. Merriam is Chief of the Federal Biological 
Survey and has spent much time studying these 
Indians. The “First People,” he says, differed, 
according to the Mewan mythology, quite materi- 
ally from the present Indians. 

Just before the present Indians were created 
the First People were transformed into animals, 
trées, rocks, stars or other celestial bodies, or 
forces such as rain and hail. Pre-existant with 
the First People wag the Coyote man, the Cre- 
ator, “a divinity of unknown origin and fabu- 
lous ‘magic,’”’ according to Mr. Merriam’s inter- 
pretation. Wek-wek, the Falcon, grandson and 
companion of the Coyote man; Mol-luk, the Con- 
dor, father of Wek-wek, and Pe-ta-le, the Lizard, 
are also characters of the Mewan mythology, in 
eon apparently pre-existant with the First 

e. 

Many of these were endowed with supernatural 
powers which enabled them to perform miracles. 
Universal darkness prevailed in the beginning, 
while there existed at a great distance a primor- 
— “indifferently called fire, sun or morn- 
ng. 

According to the conception of the First Peo- 
ple, the sky was a dome-shaped canopy resting 
on the earth and perforated on the sides corre- 
sponding to the cardinal points with four holes 
Which were continually opening and closing. 
People were believed to be on top of or beyond 
the ape ene according to some of the legends 
the u side of the world was also populated. 

Rock giants, who dwelt in caves, carried off 
and devoured people, according to these interest- 

dng folk tales; there was a tendency of the dead

with leaves and pine needles and tied it up ina 
small bundle, O-la-choo the Coyote smelled it 
and wanted to steal it. He came up and pushed 
it with his nose and was going to swallow it, 
when it suddenly shot up into .the sky and be- 
came the Sun. 
“Q-la-choo sent Le-che-che the Humming Bird 
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Mountain Peo- 
ple- were in darkness 
and wanted fire, but 
did not know where it 
was or how to get it. 
Ola-choo the Coyote- 
man tried hard to find 
it, but did not succeed. 
After a while Tol-le-loo 
the WhiteFooted 
Mouse discovered the 
fire and the Mountain 
People sent him to steal 
it. 

“Too-le-loo took his 
flute (loo-lah) of elder- 
berry wood and went 
down into the valley 
and found the big 
round house of Wek- 
wek and We-pi-ah-gah 
and began to play. The 
people liked the musi: 
and asked him to come 
inside. So he went in 
and played for them. 
Soon all the people felt 
sleepy. Wit-tab-bah the 
Robin was sure that 
Tol-le-loo had come to 
steal the fire. so he 
spread himself over it 
and covered it all up in 
order to hide it, and it 


“The

But Tol-le-loo kept on 
playing his flute, and in 
a little while all the peo- 
ple were sound asleep: 
even Wit-tah-bah could not keep awake. 

“Then Tol-le-loo ran up to Wit-tan-bah and 
cut a little hole in his wing and crawled through 
and stole the fire and put it inside his flute. 
When he had done this he ran out with it and 
climbed up to the top;of the high mountain 
called Oo-yum-bel-le (Mount Diablo) and made a 
great fire which lighted up ai the country till 
even the blue mountains far away in the east 
(the Sierra Nevada range) could be seen. Before 
this all the world was dark. 

“When Wek-wek awoke he saw the fire on Oo- 
yum-bel-le and knew that Tol-le-loo had stolen 
it. So he ran out and followed him. and after 
a while caught him. 

“Tol-le-loo said, ‘Look and see if I have the 
fire.’ 

“Wek-wek looked and could not find it, for 
it was inside the flute. Then Wek-wek pitched 
Tol-le-loo into the water and let him go. 





Wek-wek, the Falcon, throwing hot rocks at Ke-lok, the giant. 
whose magic powers, acoording to the Indian myths, enabled him to 
spring up into the air and balance like a bird. 


and another bird named Leche-koo-tah-mah. 
who also had a long bill, after {t, but they could 
not catch it and came back without it. 

“The people took the fire that was left and 
put it into two trees, oo-noo, the buckeye, and 
mon-o-g0, the incense cedar, where {t still is and 
where it can be had by anyone who wants it.” 

Wek-wek the Falcon had another interesting 
experience with fire—several of them, tm fact, but 
particularly-the one here referred which re- 
sulted in the burning up of the world. ft {s too 
jong to be reproduced, but tn substance relates 
how Wek-wek met his death in the “hand 
game” (al-leh) with Ke-lok the Giant, and how 
I-let-te the Coyote- Wek-wek's grandfather, 
(whose name is spelled differently by different 
tribes), then played al-leh with Ke-lok, killed 
him and restored Wek-wek to life. 

“When Wek-wek and O-let-to were ont hunting 
one day,” the myth begins, “they went to Tah--

lah-wit, the North, and came to a rocky hill 
where they saw a great and powerful giant 
named Ke-lok, sitting by his han-na-boo, or 
round house. Wek-wek flew close to him and 
saw him well.” 

That night Wek-wek told his grandfather, the 
Coyote-man, that he wanted to play the hand 
game with Ke-lok, whereupon the Coyote-man 
explained to Wek-wek that Ke-lok was his 
brother. This did not deter Wek-wek, and his 
grandfather finally agreed to the hand game. 
It was played with hot stones, and Ke-lok was 
unable to hit Wek-wek—to do which was the 
game, Wek-wek finally permitted the giant to 
hit him, however, believing himself to be im- 
mune from death, and was killed. 

Then the Coyote-man took up the game, killed 
Ke-lok, as indicated above, rescued the dead body 
of Wek-wek, which the giant had hung on his 
roof pole, and brought him back to life. In the 
meantime, however, the giant's fire had gotten 
from under control and swept over the entire 
earth. Wek-wek, at his grandfather's instruc- 
tion, flew to the ocean and dived underneath it 
and stayed with his two sisters, named Hoo- 
so00-pe, who were mermaids, and they protected 
him until the fire had burnt itself out In the 
meantime the myth naively states, he killed a 
great many ducks. 


“How Kah-kool the Raven became a great 
hunter’—and incidentally how he became black 

is related in part is follows: 

“A Jong time ago Too-le the Evening Star 
lived at Oo-tin (Bower Cave, on the Coulterville 
road to Yosemite). ile-le-jah the Mountain Lion 
lived with him. They were chiefs and partners 
and had a room on the north side of the cave. 
There were other people there also—To-lo-mah 
the Wildeat, Yu-wel the Gray : ox, Kah-koo] the 
Raven and many more. 

“They used to send out bunters for meat. One 
of these, Kah-kool the Raven, complained to 
Too-le and He-le-jah that he could not come 
near enough to the game to ; hoot; the,animals 
saw him too easily—-he was too light colored. 
So he decided to make himself black; he took 
some charcoal and mashed it in a basket and 
rubbed it over his body wherever he could reach, 
and had the others help put it on his back where 
he could not reach. When he was black all over 
he went hunting and killed two or three animals 
the first day, for now they could not see him. 

“One day Kah-kool went to Big sleadows and 
climbed on top of Pile Peak, and when the moon 
rose he saw away in the east two big things like 
ears standing up. He had never seen anything 
like them before and ran back to Oo-tin and told 
the chiefs. He said the animal must be very big 
and very wild, for it turned its big ears every 
way. He wanted to see it, 

“Every evening he went back to the peak and 
saw the ears in the east, and each time they 
were a little nearer. But he did not yet know 
what the animal was. Then he went again, and 
this time the ears were only two or three miles 
away, and he ran back quickly and told the 
chiefs that the new animals were coming. They 
were deer coming over the mountains from the 
east; they had never been here before. 

“The next morning Kah-kool went out and for 
the first time in h'‘s life saw a bunch of deer: 
but he did not know what they were. He saw 
that they stepped quickly and that some of them 
had horts. So he ran back and told Too-le and 
He-le-jah what he had seen, and said that the new 
animals looked good to eat and he wanted to xill 


one. 

“‘All right,” answered the chiefs, ‘if you see 
one on our side (meaning their sidc of the tribal 
boundary) go ahead and kill him.’ 

“So the next morning Kah-kool again went 
out and saw that the animals had come much 
nearer and were pretty close. He hid behind a 
tree and they came still nearer. He picked out 
a big one and shot his arrow into it and killed it, 
for he wanted to try the meat. He watched it 
kick and roll over and die, and then went back 
and told the chiefs that he had killed one and 
wanted two men to go with him and fetch it. 
The chiefe sent two men with him, but when 
they got there they had nothing to cut it with 
and had to carry it home whole. One took it by 
the front feet, the other by the hind feet; they 
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carried it to the cave and showed it to the chiefs. 

“He-le-jah said it was a deer and good to eat, 
and told the people to skin it. They did so and 
ate it all at one meal ”’ 

Thereafier, the legend relates, Kah-kool went 
hunting every day and killed many deer. One 
day, it is asserted, he killed five, enough for all 
the peuple. “He did not want to kill all,” it is 
stated; “he wanted to leave some bucks and does 
so there would be more”™’—the presumption being 
that the prowess of the Raven as a hunter had 
become so great that he could have killed all of 
them had he so inclined! Indeed, later he did 
kill as many as 15 a day. 

In the meantime Too-le the Evening Star had 
gotten the hunting fever, and the myth goes on 
at considerable length to tell him he attempted 
to kill deer, but was unable to do so because of 
his brightness. Following the lead of the Raven, 
he attempted to make himself black, but was 
unable to do so at first, and when he finally did 
the deer smelled him and ran away, so that his 
ambition to rival Kah-kool as a hunter was 
never fulfilled. 

Many of the other myths deal with the exploits 
of the First People, and still others relate their 
beliefs concerning animals, as “How Bears Re- 
semble People and Like to Dance,” “The Meadow- 
Lark a Gossip and Maker of Trouble,” “How Too- 
le-ze the Timber Wolf Hunts Deer,” etc. Still 
others explain their beliefs concerning natural 
phenomena, as thunder, the rainbow, the earth- 
quake, the echo. The exploits and witches, pig- 
mies, giants and other fabulous beings are also 
given much attention.

ISSOURL’S woods and fields—now filled only with the drab and brown 
of the bird and animal world—are shortly to take on a colorful tinge 
and picturesqueness. Thousands-of pheasants, many of them of the 

most gaudy plumage, are to be released by the State and given due pro- 
tection until they shall increase to such an extent as to populate all sections. 

After the pheasants have secured a foothold the State will permit them 
to be hunted under certain restrictions, and one can picture the delights of 
such sport for the Missouri nimrod who heretofore has had opportunity to 
exercise his prowess chiefly in the chase of the festive rabbit, with some 
slight diversion during the quail season. 

Jesse A. Tolerton, the State Game Commissioner, has secured about 
900 pheasants as the basis for this interesting addition which is to be made 
to the bird population of Missouri. Three hundred of them are at present 
confined in large coops made of chicken wire on the State Game Farm 
near Jefferson City, where their eggs are being collected and hatched. 

As soon as the young birds reach an age where they can take care of 
themselves they will be released in the woods of the State. 

In addition Mr. Tolerton has supplied persons in perhaps 100 
counties of the State with pairs of pheasants with instructions that 
their young be released as soon as they are fully feathered. With 
this number as a start and with the increase strictly protected in the 
beginning it should be a matter of only a few years until Missouri is 
thoroughly stocked with the birds. 

Pheasants as a rule are not migratory and will remain in the sec- 
tions in which they are released unless forced to leave by a lack of food. 
In order to guard againat this Commissioner Tolerton is arranging to pro- 
vide food for the birds released next winter, especially if heavy snows 
or sleets should make it difficult for them to find their own forage. 

If the plan of furnishing pairs of the birds to farmers and others in 
the various counties is found to be successful a still larger number will be 
seattered throughout the State next year and thus the birds of each locality 
will be locally raised. Then when released they will remain in the vicinity 
and breed there, and the pheasant population will thus be increasing in all 
parts of the State simultaneously. 

The State Game Farm where most of the pheasants are being kept con- 
sists of 22 ‘acres a few miles west of Jefferson City. Mr. Tolerton has 
employed Hartley Broadbent, an English game keeper who has had years 
of experience in the rearing of the birds in England and later on the Illinois 


State Game Farm, to look after them. TOLERPTON

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Coops and pens for the young pheasants have been constructed, and in 
addition to the pickled hen eggs a house has been specially ereeted in 
which i a cooking equipment where food will be specially prepared for 
them. A high woven wire fence has been built around the entire farm, 
providing a protection against invading wild animals. The meshes of the wire are small enough that if 
the young pheasants escape from their individual coops they will be unable to get off the farm. The fence 
extends nine inches into the ground, which is expected to keep ‘‘ varmints’’ and dogs from digging under. 
Broadbent will allow few visitors inside the enclosure where the pheasants are kept. They are wild 
and easily frightened, and when frightened will not lay. The birds have become familiar with Broadbent 
and Tolerton, however, and pay no attention to them when they enter the cages and pick up eggs. Each 
has a peculiar way of whistling and walking when approaching the enclosure.
